Notwithstanding the foregolng bulletin
a medieal practitioner of high standiog in

Point Outside of Law.

A St. Petersburg jurlst who was agked
today whether a posthumous son would in-
herit the throne, consulted the works of
the best authorities, among them Prof.
Korkonouff of the University of Bt. Peters-
burg and Pirofs. Gradovaskl and Alexieff,
of the University of Moscuw, and gove the
reply:

“Existing laws do not answer the quas-
tlon. The manifest of August 22, 1826, af-
fords s precedent In an afirmative sense, but
does not lay down a general rule, confin-
ing iwself to regulating the concrete ciase
then existing. Nicholas 1, in the mnnifest,
doclared that If he should die, while the
ezarinn was enclente, the helr apparent then
Mving must walt untll the birth before as-
putning the powers and dignities of czar
and that It the child were n son, the Miter
should inherlt, The present czar s equally
competent to regulate the case if necessnry.

“Tho present law of succension, decrecing
primogeniture, with preference to mwale lnes
and to males of fomnle lines before any
woman oould suceeed, was introduced by
Faul I, whose mother, Catherine 11, who
reigned from 1702 to 1706, dld not respeet
his rights and prepared a will, by which
he would have been dislpherited had it not
been destroyed immedintely upon her death

“Paul 1 attempted to glve this law & par-
ticularly holy character, decreelng that all
his successors at thelr coronation should
pwear to keep it inviolale. Neverthelesa his
successors enjoy the same inherlted powers
nt himself and several minor chauges have
beon Introduced,

“1f Emperor Nicholas should decree the
puccossion of u daughter his will would be
the law of the land, although It is not be-
Heved ho would undertnke this, The sole
features of the law of succession, which are
copsidered  absolutely binding antodute
Faul 1. They are the requirementa that the
esnr shall be of the orthodox religlon and

that  he shall not occupy any forelgn
throne.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 0 —Passengers on
board the steamer Advance, which arrived
hers today, from (Celon, confirm the reporcts
of the seizure of the British steamer Taboga
ut Coloa  The rebels threstensd to block-
ade the port eof Buenn Ventura, and the
government vessol had broken down. They
selzed the Taboga to transfer troops (o
Buenn Ventura. An offer of $1,000 was made
for the vessel prior to selzure.

The government 18 quite willing to pay an
indemnity, but was unwilling to risk awalt-
ing other means of transport.

Having pnssod over the stage of proscrip-
tlon of the Chipese leaders who wers re-
sponsible for the Boxer outrages, the for-
wlgn miinisters are bellved now to be en
gaged with difficult subjects of Indemnities
and guaranties. The last United States
proposition was in line with the Russian
project to allow The Hague commissionors
to adjust the Indemnities. It is belleved
that the propositlon has never commended
Itkelf to the Diritish or German governments
and falllng such & reference 1o the guestion
of indemnliy It Is belleved that it will be
a most difficult task for the ministers at
Pekin to reach an agreement on this sub-
Ject, particularly in view of the existence of
n very strong susplclon of the motives of
soma  of these ministers. This apparent
difference In original purpose between the
United Sintes government and some of the
other powers have operated to prevent a
settlement of the Chinese question upon
the brood lines Inid down In the State de-
partment's proposition. It Is true that all
of the vewers subscribed & more or loss re-
luctant nesent to such proposals as look
to the trevention of the partition of China
nnd the guaranty of an “open door” to
nll comoers, yvot it begine to appear from
the course of the negotiations that elther
these promises wers not sincers In all
cases, or that some of the makers honestly
have changed thelr minds as to what ghall
be done for the present in China. It may
be stated, however, regardloss of the em-
barrassments and delays that follow from
the existence of this state of affairs, that
the Unlted States government does not
proposs to be driven out of the concert
relative to China at this juncture In the
negotlations; for, notwithstanding the wish
cherished by the admiuistration to free
the povernment from-'these entanglements
at the earliest possible moment, and to
withdraw entirely our military forces from
China, 1t has definltely been determined
that this shall not be done uutil all proper
Interesta of the United States in China
have been conserved.

OHIO BANK ROBBERS FOILED

Dozen Men Aftempt to Do Hosiness
at Aahley Are Discovered and
Flee Without Loot,

0., Nov. 20~ A dozen bank
deperate atiempt to secure
the contents of the money vault of Sperry
& Warnetafi's deposit bank, at  Ashley,
ten miles north of here, today before duy-
lgbt., While nine stood on guard, holding
the cltizens at bay with thelr guns, three
operatod the dynamite under ths deposit
vault of the brick bullding. The baok's
property Is worth $56,000 and there wuas
$16,000 in cash deposit. Four attempty
wore made to get at the cash, but the side
door held to s combloation, while the
puards outside were shooting at the cltizens
who pressed closely in upon them. Dr.
Duckley and Guy Shoemaker, who were
first upon thoe sceno, were met by the rob-
bers at the polet of gun, and bade go. to
move. The robbérs stole a horke and wpring
wagon from Alvin Sterrill and & team wnd
o new gurrey from Edward Osborne, far-
mers nearby. The rigs lay In walt In
front of the bank for flight. Sterrlil’s
horse ran away demolishing the vehlole,
when tho men took meross the country on
foot. Buggy robea from Osborne's car-
ringe were found near Norten,

The damage to the bank bullding, vault
and other property Is about half its value,
The gang jumped from a Big Four frelght |
at Merengo mt 1 o'cloek, stole the horses
and rigs and reached Ashley shortly after |
2 o'clotk. They pried open the bank doors
without being discovered, but the first ex-
ploston of dynamite aroused the town. The
gang fired as they flod, but no one was hurt.
The men were mnsked. OfMcers in i.'\ro.r,\'l
direction were notifled to be on the look-
out for the robbers,
